Col. John I. Martin of St. Louis, ser- 
geant-at-arms of the last three National 
conventions, and Moses CC. Wetmore, 
who holds the proxy of Committeeman 
Rothwell, are doing a little talking for 
St. Louis, but that is all. Nothing will 
be determined at this meeting in regard 
to the convention city, Col. Martin said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Tt is obvious, therefore, that St. Louis 
Meedn’t hurry matters. You know we 
captured the last convention after our 
délegation reached Washington only the 
night before; the committee made its 
selection quickly.” 

The trend of the National Committee's 
inclination on the convention proposition 
Was indicated by Senator Dubois of 
Idaho, who said: 

“We ought to meet at Chicago. Per- 
sonally I am pledged to vote for Louis- 
ville, but Chicago undoubtedly is better 
equipped. I have heard no mention of 
Bt. Louis. Does she really want the 
convention? We have been given to un- 
, @erstand that St. Louis wants the Re- 
publicans to go there. 

St. Louls May Have Chance. 

“There may be a chance for St. Louls 
if her citizens get busy, but it will re-

MAYOR SPENDS 
DAY CONSIDERING 
BRIDGE BILL 


Mayor Wells, closeted in his office at 
the City Hall Friday with Harbor Com- 
missioner Whyte, declined to discuss for 
publication the reports that he would 
send a message regarding the free 
bridge bill to the Municipal Assembly 
when it convenes at 5 p. m. 

Persons close to the Mayor are at 
variance as to what his purpose is. 
Some of them say he will veto the bill, 
to which he is openly opposed, and will 
send it with a message of explanation 
to the Council. 

Others say he will sign the bill, but 
will explain in his message that this 
action is taken against his will and 
judgment, on account of the great popu- 
iar pressure brought to bear. 

Would Pass Over Veto. 

A recent canvass of the Municipal As- 
sembly by the Post-Dispatch indicated 
that the bill will be passed over the 
Mayor's head if he vetoes it. 

It was gossip at the Clty Hall that 
Mayor Wells and Mr. Whyte were draw- 
ing up his message to the Assembly. 

If the Mayor signs the bi. making it 
a law, two years will be required to 
complete the bridge. This length of 
time must elapse before the necessary 
Federal permission is obtained, plans 


dra'yn, engineers engaged and the actual 
work of construction finished. 


Delegate Frank Hussey went to the 
City Hall at noon and joined a discus- 
sion in the office of the Clerk of the 
House about the bridge site biil.

Following the statement of henry D. 
Paulus, Issue Clerk of the Board of. 
Public Improvements, that he owns 
$5000 worth of stock in the garbage 
towboat, Saturn, the grand jury, under 
the direction of Circuit Attorney Sager, 
is continuing its investigation to deter- 
mine whether any other city officials 
are interested in the boat. 

All city officers so interested, whether 
they hold elective or appointive posi- 
tions, may be indicted on misdemeanor 
charges and dismissed from office under 
the same statute as that which caused 
the conviction of Councilman Linde. 

The holding up bills for supplies for 
the Saturn is an outcome of the grand 
jury’s investigation as to the owner- 
ship of the boat. 

Comptroller Player refuses to allow 
a bill for $69.50 presented by President 
O’Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements for 35 pieces of linen used 
on the Saturn. 

Under the terms of the city’s con- 
tract with the Saturn Towboat Co. the 
city pays $18 a day for the use of the 
Saturn and $5.50 a day for a barge. 
All of the equipment for the towbvat 
and the barge are to be furnished !y 
the city. In return for the daily com- 
pensation the company is te use the 
boat and the barge to haul the city’s 
garbage to Chesley Island. 

Holding Up Linen Bill. 

The Comptroller is holding up the 
linen bill not because he thinks the cily 
should not pay for such atricles, but 
because he thinks the prices charged are 
excessive and that the vouchers for such 
expenditures should be approved Ly tie 
City Supply Commissioner before such 
purchases are made. 

The bill for $69.50 was submitted by 
B. Brasse of 1006-8 Tower Grove avenue. 

The voucher bore the signature of A. 
J O'Reilly, president of the Board of 
Public Improvements, and the approval 
of Paulus, his clerk, who is a stock- 
holder in the Saturn. It reached Comp- 
troller Player with the O K of Ber- 
nard Dierkes, first deputy auditor. 

When the Comptroller held up the 
bill President O'Reilly disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for it. 

“The Auditor returned the bill because 
i. had not gone through the Supply Com- 
missioner’s hands,’’ he said. ‘I told Mr. 
Paulus to investigate. He returned and 
told me that he had talked to Mr. 
Dierkes and it was ‘all right.’ ”’ 

Mr. Dierkes says that he wrote a letter 
to President O'Reilly calling his atten- 
tion to the seemir~ irregularity of the 
bill. 

“‘Later,”’ he said, “Paulus came to me 
and said that this was an emergency 
purchase and it was ali right. I under- 
stood that he spoke for Mr. O'Reilly.” 


Purcheses Without Requisition. 

The records at the City Hall show 
that many other purchases for supplies 
for the Saturn were made _ without 
requisitions on the Supply Commission- 
er. In cases where such requisitions 
were made the supplies were bought 
much more cheaply than when ‘“emer- 
gency’? purchases were made direct. 
The books show that in four months 
the city has stood an expense of $1007 
for furnishings, including an engine that 
cost $225. 

A notable difference of price for the 
same articles is shown by two items. 
On April 5 last the Saturn bought from 
the Meramee Quarry Co., at Wickes, 
Mo., 12 dishtowels for 33.60, or 30 cents 
each. 

A few days later on a requisition on 
the Supply Commissioner, 12 dish towels 
were brought from a St. Louis depart- 
ment store for $1, or 81-3 cents each. 

A flag was bought from the Missouri 
Tent and Awning Co. for $13.50 on June 
10. A “wire basket’’ costing $24 was 
bought from Frank B. Higgins, July 12. 

The painting firm. of Mullen & Hop- 
pius received $18 for gilding an eagle 
and weather vane which cost $6. _The 
men who did this work received 76 cents 
an hour from the city.

JURY FAILS TQ 
REACH DECISION

Panel Now Stands 8 to 4 
No Indication of a Ver- 
dict Near.

Judge Carland in the United States 
District Court took the bench at 
o’clock Friday afternoon to call. the 
jury, which had been debating a verdict 
in the case of E. G. Lewis for 22 hours. 
At noon the jury had stood 8 to 4 for 
conviction, and the Government had 
gained three for the side of conviction 
during the day. 

Lewis was tried for alleged postal 
frauds growing out of his defunct Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank. 

Unless a verdict is agreed upon by the 
jury before 5 o’clock, the men will be 
dismissed and a new trial will be neces- 
sary. 

Jury Out 20 Hours. 

The case went tec the jury in the 
United States District Court at 4:45 p. m. 
Thursday, after a trial lasting 15 days. 
Judge Carland’s instructions were con- 
sidered favorable to Lewis. 

Judge Carland said when the jurors 
went to lunch that he probably would 
discharge the jury at 5 p. m. Friday, if 
it had not reached a verdict at that 
time or had made substantial progress 
toward reaching one. 

Mrs. Lewis was one of those waiting 
in the courtroom. 

Young women, some of them ‘employed 
at Lewis’ publishing plant in University 
City, were in the courtroom-Thursday 
night with packages of flowers in their 
arms, ready to snower Lewis with roses 
and carnations if he, should be ac- 
quited. 

Lewis and his wife remained in the 
Federal Building Thursday until 9 p. m., 
when Judge Carland announced that if 
a verdict were reached it would be re- 
ported at the Friday session of court. 
The defendant and his friends went 
home after this announcem: at, but the 
jurors remained in session until 11 p. m. 

Hundreds Are Turned Away. 

The final scenes of the trial were en- 
acted before a courtroom crowded to its 
capacity. Hundreds of men and women 
were turned away and the corridors of 
the Federal Building were  thronged 
from the time court convened until long 
after the jury had been instructed. The 
final arguments for the defense were 


made by Attorneys O’Brien and Barclay. 


Attorney O’Brien devoted most of his 
two hours to an arraignment of the 
Government officers who have assisted 
in the prosecution of Lewis and par- 
ticularly of ‘R. M. Fulton, Postoffice In- 
spector in charge of the St. Louls dis- 
trict. Fulton was present during the 
speech and at its conclusion sought out 
the attorney and congratulated him on 
his oratory. 
Krum Charges Fraud. 

Former Judge Barclay, like O’Brien, 
opened with a strong criticism of the 
methods the Government had employed 
in its dealings with Lewis, but later 

at somewhat exhaustively into an 
examination of the evidence. He was 
followed by former Judge Chester H. 
Krum, special counsel for the Govern- 
ment, who returned the compliments 
that Lewis’ counsel had handed the 
prosecution by charging that the Lewis 
bank had been a fraud in conception 
a organization and in its conduct as 
well. 

Immediately after Krum’s address 
had been closed at 4:10 p. m., Judge 
Carland began wis charge to the jury. 
The Court instructed that the only 
question involved was whether or not 
the bank plan was devised to defraud. 
He said that so far as the Lewis liter- 
ature was concerned the mere expres- 
sion c* opinion by Lewis of what he 
intended to accomplish would not con- 
stitute a fraudulent representation. The 
jurv vas reminded that it was not nec- 
essary that the Government show ac- 
tual fraud, but merely that there was 
intent to defraud. 

Defines Limits of Offense. 

Judge Carland instructed the jurors 
that the failure of the bank scheme 
solely because of its impracticability, 
visionary character or unsound business 
principles would not be evidence of 
fraudulent intent, even though in- 
vestors might have lost money there- 
by. One Instruction was that if Lewis 
had violated any of his promises to 
his stockholders or depositors with 
their knowledge and consent, such vio- 
lation would not be evidence of intent 
to defraud. 

In concluding the Court reminded the 
jurors that the Government's case was 
based on circumstantial evidence; that 
circumstantial evidence is sufficient to 
convict, but that if th: transaction could 
b. explained in any legal way then the 
jury was not to infer fraud.

BLOOMINGTON, IL, Nov. 22.—Edgar 
N. Jennings, for 12 years a coachman 
in the employ of John C. Stevenson, a 
capitalist of this city and a brother of 
former Vice-President Adlai E. Steven- 
son, this morning attempted to shoot 
his employer. Stevenson seized the re- 
volver aimed at his head and fought his 
assailant until help arrived, when the 
man was overpowered and locked up. 

It is belleved that Jennings became 
suddenly demented. Stevenson had 
stopped at a house where a tenant lived 
to examine some faulty water pipes. He 
telephoned to his own residence for 
Jennings to come over with tools. When 
he directed the man to shut the water 
off, Jennings snarled: “I have been 
your dog long enough. I'll blow your 
brains out.’ 

Mr. Stevenson at once grappled 
with the man, seizing the revolver, 
and in the scuffle his hane was bad- 
ly lacerated. Two negroes who were 
working in the yard came to the res- 
cue ‘and after a hard fight, in which 
Jennings was choked almost into in- 
sensibility, forced him to let go the 
weapon. ennings was turned ever to 
the police.

DECREE 10 REORGANIZE CHURCH 
DEPARTMENT SIGNED BY POPE 


Datary and Penitentiary Under 
New Rules Expected to Expe- 


dite Business. 


ROME, Nov. 22.—The Pope signed a 
decree today reorganizing the Datary, 
an ecclesiastic department dealing with 
grants, dispensations, and the registra- 
tien of church doeuments, and the peni- 
tentiary which settles questions of con- 
science, absolutions and confession. The 
reorganization ir expected to expedite 








the transaction of business in both de- 
partments and to remove abuses which 


have been complained of from both cler- 
ical and lay sources.

$100,000 apiece. McLean's evidence 
that “these notes were paid by cash- 
ier’s credit tickets,” evoked the re- 
mark from Judge Andersor, “I don't 
see how a note for $190,000 could be 
paid with a cashier's slip.” 

Walsh winced under McLean's tes- 
timony that under his personal in- 
structions McLean frequently made 
out notes to hide previous transac- 
ticns, again signing the names first 
used. 

By noon McLean testified to having 
signed notes in the following names: 
G. W. Clarkson, C. C. Collins, A, N. 
East, F. L. Lewis, C. 8. Tillie, E. A. 
Burrill, G. P. Paradis and W. F. Wil- 
der. 

The notes were executed in Feb- 
ruary, 1907, and secured in each case 
by the deposit of $100,000 bond cer- 
tificates of the Illinois Southern Ralil- 
way Co. They were renewed repeat- 
edly until Dec. 1, 1905. The last notes 
signed were left in the bank's vaults 


unpaid. The Government avers this 
“security” is unmarketable as bank

“In another interview in 1903 with 
Mrs. Bradley, after her return from 
the Idaho ranch,” continued the wit- 
ness, “she said she understood I had 
advised Brown to go away. I said I 
had. She said she thought I did not 
know all about their difficulties. She 
then proceeded to tell me that she 
was in a delicate condition. In sub- 
stance I said to her if that were true 
I would have nothing more to do with 
the matter nor with him.

She 
broke down and cried and declared 
there was not a word of truth in his 
statement; that it was understood be- 
tween her and Brown that he and his 
wife were to be divorced; that she 
and he were congenial and that she 
till, believed he meant to keep his 
promise, She seemed to go from one 
emotion to another.

A pathetic scene followed the decision 
of the court, according to press dis- 
patches. Several times Ward tried to 
break from Mrs. Richard's embrace and 
run from the courtroom.: He was capr 
tured by the court attaches and brought 
back. 

With great tears coursing down his 
cheeks, the little fcllow pleaded with 
Superintendent Crouse to be allowed to 
remain at the Children’s Home. Mr. 
Crouse took him in his arms and told 
him that the commands of the Court 
inust be obeyed. 

Mrs. Richards used every effort to 
win her son’s confidence by frequently 
recalling to him Incidents tnat happened 
when he was a baby of 3 at her home. 
It was a vain plea. The memory of 
the heart-broken boy could not go back 
that far. He could only remember the 
seven long years he had called Mrs. 
Davidson “‘mother’’ end known her pro- 
tecting care, even though disguised as 
a girl he had sung in the satrects for 
pennies. 

Ward’s grief was so touching that 
Mrs. Richards promised she would re- 
turn her son to the Home, if she was 
unable to win back his love. Accus- 
tomed as the members of the institution 
were to similar scenes, they say that 
the one of last night was the most af- 
fecting they ever witnessed between a 
forgotten mother and her son.

Secretary of Treasury Silent. 

“When the issue.’of Treasury certifi- 
cates was announced we thought it 
would be a fine investment for the St. 
Louis banks. ‘We telieved the Treas- 
ury Department. would be glad to re- 
deperit the amiwuut subscribed jn 5Srf. 
Louis to aid in moving the cottun crop 
of the South and Southwest. Thus our 
circulation would be increased. | 

“But we can get no such assurance 
from the. fecretary ‘of the Treasury. 
Understand me, he does not refuse to 
grant our request. He merely declines 
to express his-assent to it. His pvusi- 
tion, so far-as I understand it, is that 
he desires us to subscribe unconaitional- 
ly and to trust to his fairness to see that 
we get a proper share of the redeposits. 

‘But that-is not satisfactory. I doubt 
if many of the banks will subscribe for 
large amounts under the circumtsances.”’

with thick, choking smoke. Thomas 
forced the front door and made his way 
into the place, giving the alarm to the 
sleeping occupants. He assisted Tim- 
merberg, who is feeble, to dress himself 
partly and descend to the street, while 
Miss Christine Timmerberg wakened the 
other children. Timmerberg says that 
had Thomas arrived a few minutes later 
the four persons would have been over- 
come by smoke. 


Carries Invalid to Street. 
Miss ‘/immerberg and the policeman 


carried the invalid girl to the street, 
and she was later taken into a 
neighboring home. Her condition was 
not made dangerous by the experience. 

The origin of the fire is in doubt. It 
may have started from an overheated 
furnace, but as the bank is not directly 
over the furnace this seems improbable. 
Three was no evidence of poorly insulat- 
ed electric wires When Patrolman Thom- 
as discovered the fire, smoke was pouring 
in a thick volume from the front tran- 
som, and it is possible that this had 
been used as a means of entrance for 
robbers. 

Bank Vaults Intact. 

The vaults of the bank were found to 
be intact when officials opened them, 
and the rear door and windows appar- 
ently had not been tampered with. If 
burglars set the place afire they must 
have done so accidentally, the police 
say, and must have been driven away 
from their work by the flames.

Attorney-General Not Consult- 
ed Regarding Legality of 
Federal Note Issue.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Attorney- 


General Bonaparte’s relations with the 
President have reached the point where, 
in the case of another man, retirement 
from the Cabinet would be a matter of 
course, but Mr. Bonaparte has put up 
with similar conditions before and no 
one can predict what he will do. 

Mr. Bonaparte was not consulted about 
the legality of the planned Government 
note issue, notwithstanding its legality 
under the war revenue act of 1898 was 
doubtful. The President and Secretary 
Cortelyou got their legal advice from 
Secretary Root. The first that Mr. Bon- 
aparte knew of the bond and note issue 
was when he read about it in the news- 
papers. When the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent asked him concerning the 
legality of the issue, he replied: 

“The Attorney-General cannot render 
an opinfon upon a matter of this gort un- 
til it is brought before him officially.”

It is the ex- 
ception and not the rule for one of his 
recommendations on appointments to be 
followed. 

In connection with Secretary Garfield, 
he has been investigating the land frauds 
in New Mexico, and a mighty howl has 
gone up from the President's Rough 
Rider friends, especially from Gov. 
Curry, against the investigators. The 
special agents, McHard and Gordon, 
have been denounced to the President 
by Curry, District-Attorney Llewellyn 
and the rest of the Rough Rider ele- 
ment, and as a result the President con- 
templates sending Solicitor-General Hoyt 
down there to make an investigation for 
him, recalling McHard and Gordon.

vorce they lived a block apart and were 


seven years following their di- 


friends, but they gave up all hope of 


leading a happy married life because 
Mrs. Haley was a Christian and her 
husband was an infidel. Dr. Haley 
would never admit that Providence had 
anything to do with curing his wife’s 
blindness. He said that science alone 
was to be eredited with it, and this 
was one of the points about which the 
couple frequently quarreled. ~ 

Dr. Haley was 30 vears older than his 
wife. He was a traveling physician and 
optician in 1878, when his attention was 
called to the case of 12-year-old Na- 
yoma Osburn of Sullivan, Ind., who had 
been blind since she was 1 year old. All 
efforts to restore her sight had failed 
and she had given up hope. 

Dr. Haley remained at the Osburn 
home two months treating the child and 
restored her sight. 

The gratitude of the child and her 
parents was unbounded. On Thanks- 
giving and Christmas days Dr. Haley 
was an honored guest at their home 
and he visited there whenever he 
passed through Sullivan on his tours, 

Gratitude Akin to Love. 


Twelve years after he had restored 

he sight of Nayoma he proposed 
her. She was then 24 
and he was 54, but gratitude and love 
are so close akin that she did not 
doubt that happiness awaited her 
with the man who had rescued her 
from a life of darkness, 

They came to St. Louls a few months 
after the wedding and went to live at 
4227 Warne avenue, the same house 
where Dr. Haley died Wednesday. After 
15 years of married life together Mrs. 
Haley filed suit for divorce seven years 
ago. She alleged incompatibility, aris- 
ing principally from the fact that Dr. 
Haley objected to her attending church. 

There was a separation agreement by 
Which Dr. Haley divided his property 
with his wife and gave her the house 
at 4829 Warne avenue, a block from the 
cld home. For a year they. did not speak 
to each other, but there was a recon- 
ciliation after which the doctor frequent- 
ly made formal calls on his fortner wife. 

Nursed by Former Wife. 

Four years ago, when Dr. Haley was 
stricken by cancer, his wife went to his 
home and ministered to his wants, re- 
maining with him much of the time 
until death called him. 

The body was buried at Trenton, Mo., 
Friday. Mrs. Haley did not attend the 
funeral. 

“TI did not go,” she said, “because I 
knew my husband's dying wishes were 
being disregarded and it would have 
made me feel so badly to be there. Just 
before he died he told me he wanted to 
be buried at Terre Haute, Ind., but 
when his will was opened it was found 
that he had set aside $1000 for a monu- 
ment and asked to be buried at Trenton, 
Mo. The will could not be ignored, but 
I am sorry it couldn't. He was so anx- 
ious to be buried at Terre Haute.” 

In his will Dr. Haley left nothing to 
his former wife. He bequeathed $600 
to Edward King, an adopted son, 12 
years old.

Federal Institutions’ Depositors 
Should Have Government Pro- 
tection, He Argues. 








STATES COULD ADOPT PLAN 





System, He Thinks, Would Better 
Protect People Than Postal 
Savings Banks. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. iw—A general 
Government guarantee of the security of 
deposits in all national banks, with simi- 
lar guarantees by the various states of 
the deposits in state banks, is proposed 
by William J. Bryan, who is now in 
Washington, as a means of restoring 
confidence in the financial world imme- 
diately. 

The first part of the plan could be 
carried out by. enactment by Congress, 
soon to convene. The state action could 
come later, wherever state banks found 
that they were placed at a disadvantage 
by the plan. 

The banks insured would be required 
tO reimburse the Government for any 
loss sustained through the failure of 
any fo them. 


Plan Is Outlined. 

In an interview last night, 
said: 

“The administration is prepared, so we 
are informed, to recommend a postal 
savings bank. While this would doubt- 
less encourage deposits, and while those 
deposits could in turn be handed over to 
the banker, it does not furnish complete 
relief, because the plan as presented 
limits deposits and does not contemplate 
the opening of circulating accounts. The 
business community, therefore, cannot 
use the postal savings banks to any 
great extent, and, besides, it would take 
some time to inaugurate a postal savings 
system, and secure the necessary num- 
ber of employes to make the plan ef- 
fective throughout the country. 

“I believe it is possible for the

ernment to give immediat® relief by an 
act of Congress providing for the guar- 
antee by the Government of all deposits 
in all national banks, the banks thus 
guaranteed to agree to reimburse the 
Government for any losses incurred and 
to make this reimbursement in propor- 
tion to their deposits. The advantage 
of this plan is: , 

“First, that every depositor in such 
guaranteed bank will feel secure. 


Banks Pay Cost, 

“Second, the expense of it will be paid 
by the banks, which get the benefit of 
it, and this expense will be small com- 
pared with the benefit gained. 

“Third, it can be put into effect im- 
mediately, thus restoring confidence and 
enable business to be resumed. 

“The only objection that occurs to me 
is that State banks might be less at- 
tractive to depositors if National banks 
are guaranteed. But there are two an- 
swers to this objection. In the first 
piace, State banks are likely to suffer if 
this financial stringency continues and 
they are therefore interested in restor- 
ing confidence; in the second place, there 
is no reason why State banks should hot 
be protected by a similar system under 
which the State wouid guarantee depos- 
itors In State banks and collect the 
expense from State banks guaranteed.”’

MAURETANIA OFF SANDY 
HOOK, RETARDED BY FOG 


Big Liner Nears New York on 
Maiden Voyage Behind Rec- 
ord of Lusitania. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The Cunard 
Line steampship Mauretania turned 
Nantucket Lightship some time after 
midnight last night and, according -to 
wireless dispatches received here, was 
between Montauk and Fire Island at 8 
a. Mm. today. She was off Sandy Hook 
at 9:55 a. m., proceeding slowly on ac- 

count of the fog. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Anotlier ob- 
stacle in the shape of a dense fog is 
delaying the Cunard liner Mauretania, 
thus further merring what was confl- 
dentiy expected to be a most Successful 
maiden voyage. 

The marine observer at Sandy Hook 
reported this morning that the thickest 
fog in many a day hung all along the 
coast and that be had leoked into a 
blank wail of white throughout the 


night. Steamers can only crawl in such 
weather, so that it probably will be 
well on in the forenoon, at the earliest, 
before the Mauretania can reach the 
Sandy Hook light, and may mot dock 
until evening. Thus sbe will be from 
nine to a dozen hours behind the Lusi- 
tania'’s run.

PORTUGAL MENACED BY AN 
UPRISING AGAINST THE KING 


Trade Is at a Standstill and Many 
People Are Leaving the 


Country. 

LISBON, Portugal, Nov. 22.—King 
Carlos gave orders today for a concen- 
tration in Lisbon of all regiments on 
whose loyalty he can rely. Those in 
which there is believed to be disaffec- 
tion are being sent to the provinces. A

Objects to Being Detained in 
New York to Tell Old 
Story in Court.

‘NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—‘I am very 
angry at Howard Gould and his at- 
torneys. They have put me to great 
inconvenience by compelling me to tes- 
tify about what I knew of Katherine 
Clemmons’ friendship for Col. Cody, aft- 
er I had been led to believe that it was 
perfectly safe for me to come to this 
country without being subjected to this 
humiliation.” 

‘Miss Helen Mer, an entertainer, whose 
testimony is supposed to be the strong- 
est link in the chain of evidence on 
which Mr. Gould hopes to get a di- 
vorce, made this statement today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, who saw her at 
the Majestic Hotel, where she is stay- 
ing. 

“All I know of it,” said Miss Mer, 
‘happened before Howard Gould mar- 
ried Miss Clemmons, and I cannot see 
how that affects her after-life. But 
then, I am not. a lawyer. 

“It is raking up the dead past with a 
vengeance to drag me into this mat- 
ter. I amejust as friendly to Mrs. 
Gould as I am to her husband and I 
do not want to do either harm. If he 
cannot get any more evidence against 
her than what I gave I don’t see how 
he is going to get his divorce. 


Col. Cody: a Close Friend. 

“Tl knew Katherine Clemmons for 
many years, both on and off the stage. 
Our friendship was very close and we 
naturally exchanged a great many con- 
fidences. That Col. Cody, known as 
‘Buffalo Bill,’ wags her close friend was 
no secret at the time. 

‘Katherine told me everything, I 
think, of what he had done for her. 
She regarded him as the greatest man 
in the world, and I think they were 
very much in love. It has been said 
that before her marriage to Howard 
Gould Miss Clemmons made a ‘confes- 
sion’ to me of her relations with Mr. 
Cody. Now, there was no formal con- 
fession, as none was needed. I knew 
all about how much they were to each 
other, and in fact all their friends knew 
the same thing. 

“This is how I happened to be made 
a witness for Mr. Gould. One day last 
spring, when the couple separated and 
it became known that divorce suits were 
pending, I was discussing the matter 
with friends at a tea party in London. 
I spoke of what I knew of Miss Clem- 
mons’ relations with ‘Buffalo Bill,’ the 
same as I would speak of her numerous 
lawsuits or other troubles. I really did 
not think there was any more of a 
secret about it, and when you come 
down to it, there isn’t among those who 
know them. 

“It happened that I told them some- 
thing which I was acquainted with be- 
cause of my former friendship for Miss 
Clemmons, and it some manner what I 
said reached Howard Gould’s ears. A 
short time afterward I was visited by 
his lawyer and asked to make an affi- 
davit of what I knew. I did this simply 
because I was asked to and for no other 
reason.

SPOONER BLAMES ROOSEVELT 
FOR THE BUSINESS UNREST 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—In the absence 
of men high in the councils of the gov- 
ernménts who had accepted invitations 
to speak last night at the annual ban- 
quet of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, ex-Senator John C. Spooner di- 
rected pointed criticism against Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and directiy attributed 
to him much of the business unrest and 
interstate friction, which, Senator 
Spooner said, exist in this country. 

‘It was not the Federal Government 
which came to the aid of the country 
during the crisis encountered but a few 
days ago,’’ Senator Spooner said im- 
pressively. ‘‘It was the financial leaders 
who took the burden on their shoulders, 
and they were led by the uncrowned 
king of them all—J. Pierpont Morgan. 
Never in the history of this country has 
the standard of business men been 
higher or purer than it is today.” 

The cheers which greeted the mention 
of Mr. Morgan’s name were in sharp 
contrast to the desultory expressions 
brought forth by the references made 
by other speakers to President Roose- 
velt. 

Senator Spooner at the very outset ef 
his speech voiced his regret at the ab- 
sence of Secretary Cortelyou, which de- 
prived the occasion of a spokesman who 
could speak for the adininistration. 

“I have been acquainted with Secre- 
tary Cortelyou for many years,” Sena- 
tor Spooner said, “but I have not known 
him very long. He has great qualities 
and some gifts; among others the gift 
of silence, which I have begun to think 
is a very important gift in a public of- 
ficial. It gives him time to think.

Neither can I agree 
Cochems that more signs and 
signals mean more science. However, 
we do have signs and signals and we 


use them on both offense and defense, 
while I believe in football they are 
used only in offense. 

But to return to the games them- 
Selves. The object in baseball is to 
send runners around the bases: by hii- 
ting the ball and by stealing. The ob- 
ject in football is to carry the ball down 
the field opposed by another team, or 
‘fo prevent that other te»m from car- 
rving it. True, there is chance for sci- 
ence on both sides, but the very fact 
that a physically strong beneh of play- 
ers is bound to advance against a 
we ker bunch has cut off the scientific 
part of football and led coaches to seek 
rather powerful, beefy men than men 
who can think. 

But in baseball the situation is en- 
tirely different. The means of advanc- 
ing runners from one base to another 
are unlimited, as are also the defensive 
means of stopping those runners. or 
Catching them off the bases. 

No two ground balls are just alike. 
Some are fast and some are slow. Some 
bound and some hug the ground. Some 
are at one side and some at the other. 
Some come with men on the bases and 
some when they are empty. No two 
pitchers throw exactly alike. The bat- 
ter taces a new problem every time he 
steps to the plate. Sometimes there is 
a man on first with no on out. Or there 
may be a man on third with two out 
or a dozen other combinations furnisn- 
ing him something new in his effort to 
get in a run. 

Here's a Chance for Science. 


Can one imagine a condition with 
more scientific possibilities than a pall 
game in the last half of the ninth in- 
ning with the other side one run to the 
good, and he going to bat with two men 
out and the basé@s full. There is a 
chance for some thinking then, and it 
will, not be only on the part of the 
pitcher, but on the batter and every 
man connected with the game. Every 
ball that the pitcher throws will mean 
a lot under such conditions. 

If he is a scientific pitcher he will 
know just how that particular battcr 
hits. He will serve him balls that are 
hardest for him to hit and he will 
avoid somes one straight over that 
might result In a line drive. The batter 
also will be alert and will let the bad 
ones go by with the hope of getting a 
base on balls and tying the score by 
forcing In a run. He will be careful 
about hitting a high one or an cas) 
rrounder which would retire the side. 
n the meantime every one of those 
three base runners are active. The man 
on second iney try to Craw a throw by 
rlaying far off the bag. The man on 
third will play well off to draw a 
throw, hoping it may be wild and allow 
the run, but at the same iime never 
getting so far off as to be cave':t. The 
inflelders will all be set for any kind of 
a ground ball that might come and the 
outflelders are prepared to jump with 
the crack of the bat to get a fiy ball 
that might come in thelr territory. 

That ts only one situation out of hun- 
dreds of possible problems that face 
ball players every day. 

Ie Far From Fixed. 


Mr. Cochems says baseball! has not 
the mathematical elements from which 
io draw and develop combinations. He 
says the rules and regulations of the 
fame restrict i so its offense and de- 
fense will always remain stereotyped 
and fixed. But in the above situation it 
seems that there are a dozen different 
ways to handle the case and that is ex- 
actly why some would fail to get that 
run in and others would make good. If 
the offense and defense were fixed either 
the side would be retired every time or 
it would score every time. 

One more point should be /brought out 
and that is relative to team work. Un- 
doubtedly team work is very important 
in football, but it is all important for 
success on the diamond. A heavy bat- 
ting and a good fielding team wilt not 
win pennants unless it worked as a 
team. The stccesa of the Chicago Na- 
tienale wae due to team work more than 
io hitting and fielding.

“St. Louis University courts the in- 
vestigation of the record of any of its 
players by any team with whom it 
competes.”

POLICE KNEW HEIGH 
KILLED GUIRDANO 


But They Deny His Story That He 
Was at His Home Twice 
a Week. 


— 


The police refute the sfatement of 
George Heigh, arrested Thursday after- 
noon for a murder he is alleged to have 
committed six months ago, that he has 
been in St. Louis nearly evéry day since 
‘the killing and that he has visited his 
home, 3521 Chouteau avenue, on an av- 
erage of at least two nights a week. 

Captains Young and Wilson of the 
Soulard Street and Magnolia Avenue 
districts, say they have had special of- 
ficers watching Heigh’s home constant- 
ly since the killing, and making repeat- 
ed inquiries for him at his usual haunts. 

On the morning of May 5, Heigh be- 
came involved in a quarrel--with an 
Italian laborer, August Guirdano, with 
whom he worked in a section gang em- 
ployed by the United Railways Co. at 
Jefferson and Park avenues. The quar- 
rel began when Heigh and Guirdano 
bumped against each other and ended by 
‘leigh striking the Italian on top of the 
ead with a pick handle. Guirdano was 
caken to a hospital and Heigh escaped. 

The first policeman who arrived on the 
lscene a few minutes after the assault 
| was told by several witnesses that Heigh 
‘had wielded the pick handle. Heigh’s 
|description and address were furnished 
the police, and every patrolman and de- 
tective in the city was ordered to look 
for him. Guirdano died of concussion of 
the brain four days after the assault. 


Thursday afternoor Detectives Neil 
Boyle and James Smythe, while on an- 
other assignment, met Heigh at Twenty- 
third and Dodier streets, loading paper 
on a wagon. They recognized him in- 
stantly, having Known him slightly. 
Heigh made no effurt to conceal his iden- 
tity and willingly accompanied the de- 
tectives to police headquarters, where 
he admitted having killed Guirdano. 

“T have expected to be arrested every 
minute since the assault,’”’ said Heigh to 
Assistant Chief of Detectives McCarthy. 
“T have made no attempt to hide from 
the police. I have worked every day 
since I hit that Italian, and have been 
home at least two nights of each week.” 

Chief Creecy, when he heard Heigh’s 
story, stated he would order an investi- 
gation to ascertain if any member of the 
department has been negligent. Special 
Officers William Stoops and George 
Beard were working on the case. 

Heigh is 40 years old, and appears to 
be an honest, hard working man. 


MAN WHO GOT A DIVORCE

Mothershead obtained his divorce on 
Feb. 16, 1908, together witu a special 
finding of facts, for which his lawyers 
asked Judge McElhinney. The finding 
was to the effect that he was negligent 
about attending to household chores; 
that he played poker at times, and fre- 
quented a drug store where drink was 
said to be sold, all of which Mrs. Moth- 
ereshead charged in her cross-bill; but 
that she was dictatorial, and that she 
showed such affection toward a boarder 
in their home as to cause jealousy on 
her husband's part. The cross-bill was 
dismissed. One of her letters to him, 
read during the trial, ended with the 
admonition, “I expect you to obey me.” 

The boarder of whom the husband 
was jealous was a youth of 19 years, 
employed in the railroad office where 
Mothershead worked. The testimony 
showed that the young man had given 
Mrs. Mothershead a desk for a Christ- 
mas present, and that the husband had 
objected. Later, in the same desk, 
Mothershead testified that he found a 
letter written by his wife and intended 
for the young man, in which the latter 
was called “darling” and “sweetheart.” 

The Mothersheads were married in 
1887 and separated in June, 1902.

DES MOINES, Io., Nov. 22.—A court- 
martial will inquire into the failure of 
Capt. Kulp and his company of militia 
to suppress the Mc¥Farland-Herman 
prize fight at Davenport last night. Ad- 
jutant-General Thrift of the Iowa Na- 
tional Guard has ordered the arrest of 
Capt. Ku'p and the military trial which 
will follow promises to be sensational. 

After a conference with Gov. Cum- 
mins, the Adjutant-General telegraphed 
a command to Capt. Kulp to assemble 
his company under arms and prevent 
the prize fight. Gov. Cummins wired to 
Sheriff Eckhardt that the militia had 
been called out and instructed him to 
assist, if necessary, in the suppression 
of the fight. 

The military was assembled and 
marched to the scene of the fight. The 
Sheriff also was on hand, and numer- 
ous policemen in uniform. With this 
array of force on the side of the law 
it looked as though there aws no chanc 
whatever of the two pugilists getting 
toget! -r in the ring, and the expectan: 
fight enthusiasts were dejected. 


Only a “Boxing Contest.” 
The legal difficulty was overcome, 
however, by the announcement that the 
prize fight had been called off and that 


McFarland and Herman would indulge 
in a mere boxing contest. At that the 
soldiers and the police relaxed their 
vigilance, smoothed -their- grim ---visaxge 
and settled down to watch the ‘“‘boxing 
contest.”’ 

The two prize fighters entered the 
ring and began pummeling each other 
in approved style, while the military 
men and police looked on with shining, 
eager eyes. No attempt was made to 
interfere. The officers and troops were 
among the most interested spectators. 

But changing the name of the affair 
from a prize fight to a boxing contest 
did not satisfy the Governor or the Ad- 
jutant-General and they have decided 
Capt. Kulp, who commanded the mili- 
tary, was guilty of disobeying his su- 
periors in not keeping McFarland and 
Herman from entering the ring and 
beating up each other.,
